To Revive Cricket—Extend

LBW Law—Bradman

Cricket is not what it was. 


The game 


which became glorious 


through the simple idea’ of one man attacking with a ball and another 
with a bat is getting hide-bound with fancy theories and formulas. 


For the most part attack has been forgotten. 
bat primarily to keep their wicket intact. 


Batsmen use the 


The bowler’s main aim is to 


keep runs down. Indeed, in Test cricket the biggest crime for a batsman 
is to lose his wicket and for a bowler to give away runs. 


‘Trouble Is this negative ap- 
proach pays dividends. 

Remember South Africa last 
year? They almost grounded 
England = through leg-theory 
bowling of left-hander Trevor 
Goddard und off-sptnner Hugh 
Tayfield and the so-patient bat- 
ting of Jackie MecGlew sup- 

agin by the inde 
fatigable Goddard. 

Not that England can com- 
plain. She hasn't done too 
badly out of slow-motion 
cricket. 

But why has it all heppened? 
Put it down to bowlers getting 
wise, Cricket is a batsman’s 
game, Bowlets take second 
place. So when during the 
1930's wickkts were made to 
order for batsmen the bowlers 
rebelled. Instead of tossing up 
deliveries to feed the favoured 
ones’ strokes they pitched on 
the leg mde ond ro cramped 
battsmen’s movements, 

The batsmen’s answer was to 
take more thine over their 
runs. 


RIGHTS AND WRONGS 


Whatevr the rights and 
wrongs of the business somce- 
thing kad to be done.
